To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Deport  for  the  year,  1943,  this 
report  is  mainly  statistical  in  character. 

Dr.  Hamilton  Wood  was  in  charge  of  the  Health  Department 
until  the  end  of  September,  1943.  Dr.  Gwendolen  Coote  acted 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  October,  prior  to  my  return 
from  overseas  at  the  beginning  of  November.  I  would  like  to 
express  my  personal  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  carried 
out  by  Dr.  Hamilton  Wood  during  his  term  of  office,  and  also 
for  the  loyal  support  given  to  him  during  my  absence  by  all 
members  of  my  staff.  It  was  indeed  a  comfort  to  me  to  know 
that  I  left  a  hard  working  and  loyal  staff  in  the  Department 
while  1  was  seconded  for  duties  abroad. 

In  spite  of  the  long  period  of  hostilities  the  statistics  of  the 
Borough  are  satisfactory. 

The  Death-Itate  of  11.4,  although  slightly  up  in  comparison 
with  the  1942  figure  compares  favourably  with  the  148  towns  of 
populations  between  25.000  and  50,000,  which  shows  a  Death- 
Hate  of  12.7. 

Our  Infantile  Mortality  Date  per  1,000  live  births  was  53.5. 

The  Birth  Date  has  shown  a  steady  increase  in  the  last  few 
years,  in  1943  it  reached  the  figure  of  21.7.  This  is  the  highest- 
recorded  Birth-Date  since  1923.  During  1923,  996  births  were 
registered,  as  against  1065  in  1943. 

In  1923  our  Infantile  Mortality  Date  was  75  per  1,000  live 
births  as  against  53.5  in  1943. 

The  War-Time  Day  Nurseries,  established  by  the  Corporation, 
have  continued  to  do  useful  work,  both  from  the  point  of  view 
of  relieving  mothers  for  war  work  and  increasing  the  health  of 
the  children  admitted.  The  average  child  admitted  to  the  War¬ 
time  Nursery  has  shown  great  improvement  in  the  general  con¬ 
dition  and  weight  during  the  time  it  has  been  in  the  Nursery. 
Although  these  Nurseries  have  proved  a  necessity  during  war 
time,  one  hopes  that  the  admission  of  children  during  peace 
time  will  not  be  made  necessary  by  mothers  of  young  children 
having  to  go  out  to  work  to  augment  the  family  income. 
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Nurseries  would  be  a  useful  adjunct  in  peace  time  to  a  Health 
Service  to  allow  mothers  short  periods  of  freedom  from  the 
children  and  during  illnesses  in  the  home. 

No  curtailment  of  activities  of  the  Health  Department  have 
had  to  be  put  into  force  during  the  year,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Gynaecological  Clinic.  I  deeply  regret  the  untimely  death 
of  Sir  Beckwith  Whitehouse  in  the  latter*  part  of  the  year,  who 
for  many  years  had  been  Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  Gynaecolo¬ 
gical  Clinic  and  did  very  valuable  work.  For  over  three  months 
this  Clinic  had  to  be  closed  down  due  to  the  fact  that  we  were 
unable  to  find  a  Consultant  to  fill  Sir  Beckwith's  place.  This 
has  now  been  rectified  by  the  return  of  Mr.  Selby  Tait,  F.R.C.S., 
from  war  service  abroad,  and  Mrs.  Wilmott  Bobbie,  F.R.C.S. 
is  now  carrying  on  the  Gynaecological  Clinic  and  Mr.  Selby  Tait 
doing  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic. 

There  is  an  ever  increasing  demand  for  hospital  beds  for 
maternity  cases.  During  1943  the  number  of  Borough  cases 
going  into  hospital  was  448.  This  figure  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war,  that  is  1939,  was  138. 

The  Warwickshire  County  Council  are  increasing  their  hospital 
accommodation  for  maternity  cases,  and  I  understand  that  the 
Nuneaton  General  Hospital  is  contemplating  increasing  their 
number  of  beds  available  for  maternity  cases. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  was  depleted  by  one  Sanitary  Inspector.  Thb 
threw  great  additional  work  on  the  remaining  inspectors,  especi¬ 
ally  as  we  still  have  one  Sanitary  Inspector  on  active  service 
During  this  period  the  work  was  with  difficulty  carried  out  satis¬ 
factorily  due  to  the  keenness  and  long  hours  of  work  put  in 
by  Mr.  Mortimer  and  the  remaining  Inspectors. 

The  primary  public  health  need  is  housing.  We  require  houses 
to  replace  those  damaged  by  enemy  action,  houses  for  newly 
married  couples,  houses  to  overcome  overcrowding,  and  houses 
to  replace  property  which  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Acts.  It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  houses  im¬ 
mediately  required  is  as  follows:  —

The  Council  already  have  in  their  possession  certain  housing 
sites  complete  with  roads  and  sewers  which  are  available  for 
immediate  building.  Other  sites  have  been  purchased,  but 
these  have  no  roads  or  sewers  laid. 

The  building  of  permanent  houses  takes  time  and  I  do  not 
think  that  we  can  delay  the  re-housing  of  people  until  such 
times  as  permanent  dwellings  are  completed. 

The  Government’s  scheme  for  factory  made  houses  should,  f 
consider,  be  utilised  to  its  utmost. 

Criticism  has  been  levied  against  factory  made  houses,  but  in 
spite  of  the  shortcomings,  which  may  or  may  not  exist  in  the 
factory  made  houses,  I  consider  they  are  the  only  solution  to 
the  immediate  housing  problem.  The  appalling  conditions 
under  which  some  of  our  townsfolk  are  living  requires  an  im¬ 
mediate  solution.  These  people,  I  am  sure,  would  welcome  a 
factory  made  house  in  preference  to  waiting  an  indefinite  period 
for  a  permanent  type  of  dwelling. 

The  factory  made  house  will  fill  a  gap  during  the  time  perm¬ 
anent  houses  are  being  erected. 

Of  course  the  permanent  modern  house  is  the  final  solution 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  of  these  can  go  on  apace  so 
that  the  temporary  “  factory  made  houses  ”  can  be  done  away 
with  after  they  have  served  their  purpose. 

The  length  of  time  these  factory  made  houses  will  remain 
in  the  area  will  be  governed  by  the  rate  of  building  able  to  be 
undertaken  of  permanent  adequate  residences. 

The  figure  of  the  immediate  houses  required  quoted  above  is 
a  conservative  one  and  I  would  like  to  stress  that  our  future 
needs  will  be  far  greater,  as  we  want  our  people  in  the  future 
to  be  housed  in  homes  which  conform  to  modern  standards. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  my  staff 
for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  my  grateful  thanks  for  their  continued 
sympathetic  treatment  of  matters  appertaining  to  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  town.

Magisterial  proceedings  instituted  against  the  vendor  of 
sample  No.  302  (who  was  also  the  wholesaler  of  sample  No. 
301)  resulted  in  a  fine  of  <£2  and  £2  2s.  costs. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2502  which  suggested,  as  a  war¬ 
time  measure,  that  the  local  civil  ambulance  service  should  be 
separated  from  the  Fire  Service  and  put  under  the  control  of  the 
Wax  wickshire  County  Council  Civil  Defence  Transport  Service, 
was  put  into  operation  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This 
arrangement  has  worked  very  smoothly  and  is  entirely  satis- 
factorv.
